a n d classed the referendum with the 
initiative, socialism, anarchy and mu- 
nicipal 
ownership. 
The 
various 
"isms" were stated In the order giv- 
en and the speaker's 
arraignment 
startled politicians who knew him as 
« 
republican leader in the 
second 
ward of Chicago. 


"Yoa have no right," ho said, "and 
you never had the right to give the 
people something that Is prohibited 
t)y the constitution and fundamental 
laws of this state and nation. This 
is a representative form of govern- 
ment. 


" I t is not a government of Initia- 
tive. of referendum, of socialism and 
dinarchy. You may inquire why I In- 
clude these four things in the same 
class. It is because they are parts of 
one whole. A large number of peo- 
ple in Chicago and other parts of the 
atate who have left their homes In 
continental 
Europe and many 
who 
were born and reared here have agi- 
tared the right of the people to legls- 
. lare directly and not through their 
represcntative.s in the atate, county 
town, city and village.

Manager Sam Watson 
In an Interview with a Telegraph re- 
porter this morning gave out the in- 
formation, which certainly is 
sur- 
prising when one remembers the ex- 
tremely dubious outlook at the for- 
mation of tho Ice gorge here. 


Mr. Watson says his company has 
put up about 4,000 tons of Ice, all 
of good quality, this seadbn, while 
the local consumption 
will amount 
to something over 2,000 tons. In re- 
ply to auestloning Mr, Watson stated 
that he had not harvested more than 
one-tenth of the Ice he needed, as he 
has a big demand from out of town 
firms for the stuff, and he could have 
shipped about 50,000 tons this year 
If he could have gotten It. 


Will Not Name Price. 
When asked If he could 
predict 
the price to local consumers, he re- 
plied that ho would not give 
any 
price until he was certain he could 
not harvest any more of the 
pro- 
duct. 


He has hope that he can 
again 
harvest from his fields here. About 
three Inches of Ice has formed whore 
he last cut and the cold weather of 
last night and today gives promise of 
another crop. 


Peonllai' Weatlier Hew. 
That Dixon was benefited so large* 
ly Is attrlliutod to the peculiar pocket 
of cold weather

city about two weeks ago. At

He dressed slowly and de- j 
scended to bis solitary breakfast with 
the pleasant senaatlou of having put. 
Iftat night out of consideration by thej 
taming over of a new leaf, but scarce-1 
ly had he opened Chileote's letter«, i 
•carcely had he taken a cursory glance ' 
at the morning's newspaper than It w:as ' 
. borne in upon him that not only a new j 
leaf, but a whole sheaf of new leaves,Imd ^ 
been turned in bis prospects by a band 
infinitely more powerful and arbitrary ^ 
than his own. He reali7.ed witliin the i 
space of a few moments tbat the lei- 
sure Eve might have claimed, the lei- 
sure he might have been tempted to de- 
vote to her, was no longer his to din- 
pose of, being already »iemande<l of 
him from a quarter that allowed of no 
refusal. 


For the ilrst rumbliug of the palitical 
•earthquake tbat was to shake the coun- 
try made its.'If aiidihle beyond denial 
on that morning of March 27 when the 
news spread through Erigíand tbat. In 
view of the disorganized state of the 
Persian army and the shah's conse- 
quent Inability to suppress tiie upen in- 
•urrectlon of tiie border trilies in the 
northeastern districts of Meshed, Rns- 


^ a , with a great show of magnanimity, 
tad come to the rescue by dispatching 
a large armed force from her milUary 
station at Merv across tiie Persian 
frontier to the seat of the disturbance. 


To many hundreds of Englishmen 
who read their papers on that morning 
this announcement conveyed i)ut little. 
That there is such a country us Per.shi 
•we all know, tlint English hit<H*ests pre- 
doniinate in the south and Hnssian in- 
terests in the nortii we Inive all stijier- 
ficially nnder.stoo<l from childhood, but 
in this knowledge, coupled wiili the 
fact that Persia is comfortably far 
away, we are apt to rest content, it Is 
only to the eyes that see llirougli long 
distance glasses, the minds that regard 
the present as nothing more or less 
than an inevitable link joining the fu 
tme to the past, tliat this distant, de- 
batable laud stands out in Its true po- 
litical signitieance. 


To the average reader of news the 
statement of UnsHla's move seemed 
scarcely more important tlian bad the 
first report of the iiorder risings In 
January, but to the uieu who had 
watched the jirowtli of tlie tiisturiiauce 
It came chargetl uHh porteùtous mean- 
ing. Througli the entire ranks of ii»e 
opposition, from Fraidc himself down- 
ward. it caused a Ihriil of expectation— 
that peculiar prophetic sensation tiiat 
every politiclaa has e.Kperleuced at 
some moment of ids career. 


In no member of his party did this 
feeling strike deeper root tlmu in Loder. 
Imbued witij a lifelong Interest in tiie 
eastisra question, specially equipped by 
personal knowledge to hold and pro 
claim an opinion upon Persian affair.-^, 
he read the signs and portents with in- 
stinctive insight. Seated at Chileote's 
table, surroiuuled by Chileote's letters 
and papers, he forgot the breakfast 
that was slowly growing cold, forgot 
the interests and dangers, personal or 
pleasurable, of the night I»efore. while 
his mental eyes persistently conjured 
up the ma¡í of l»ersla, traveling with 
steady deliberation from Merv to Me- 
shed, from Meslied to Herat, from Her- 
at to the empire of India! For it was 
not the fact that the Hnzaras had risen 
agulust the siiali that occuiUod tite 
thinking mind, nor was it tiie fact that 
Russian and not Persian troops were 
destined to subtkie tliem, but tiie deep 
ly important consideration 
tliat an 
armed Rtisslfin force had crossed the 
frontier and was enciinrjied witiìln 
twenty miles of Meshed-^Ieslied, up- 
on which covetous Russian eyes have 
rested ever since the days of Peter the 
Great. 


So Loder's thouglits rau as he road 
and reread tlic news from the varying 
political Ktaiiiipoints, and so they con- 
tinued to run wiseu, some hours later, 
an urgent teieplione message from the 
St. George's 'iazette asked him to call 
at Lakeley's office. 


The message was Interesting aa well 
as imperative, and he made an instant 
response. 
The thought of Lakeley's 
keen eyes and shrewd enthusiasms al- 
ways possessed strong attractions for 
bla own slower temperament, but even
